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Highlights 


CONSTRUCTION IN CANADA, 1991-1993 


Intended capital expenditures on new construction in 
Canada are expected to reach $78.8 billion in 1993, 
an increase of 3.5% compared to the preliminary 
estimate of $76.1 billion in 1992. However, this 
increase follows a 3.6% decrease between 1992 
preliminary estimate and 1991 actual expenditures, 
the second consecutive annual decline observed. 


Highlights of the intentions by type of structure for 
1993 are as follows: 


Building Construction 


e@ Total expenditures on new building construction 
are expected to rise by 3.2% ($1.6 billion) in 1993, 
to reach $52.0 billion, the first annual increase of 
this component since 1989. The _ anticipated 
advance in 1993 is mainly attributable to increases 
in residential building ($1.3 billion, 3.9%) and in 
institutional building ($0.3 billion, 6.2%). These 
increases are partly offset by the decline in 
industrial building (-$0.2 billion, -13.5%). 


@ The increase in new residential construction is 
expected in single detached homes only ($1.7 
billion, 15.0%). Declines are anticipated in all other 
categories, including semi- detached (-$0.1 billion, 
-13.9%) and in other residential construction (-$0.2 
billion, -1.0%). 


e@ The increase in institutional building is mainly due 
to the anticipated rise in schools and _ other 
educational buildings ($0.2 billion, 7.4%). 


e@ The decrease in industrial building is attributable to 
a large extent to declines in plants and factories 
(-$0.2 billion, -14.2%). 
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Faits saillants 


LA CONSTRUCTION AU CANADA, 1991-1993 


Selon les prévisions, les dépenses en immobilisations pour la 
construction d’ouvrage neuf au Canada atteindront $78.8 
milliards en 1993, une hausse de 3.5% par rapport a 
estimation préliminaire de $76.1 milliards en 1992. Cette 
augmentation fait cependant suite a une baisse de 3.6% 
entre l’estimation préliminaire de 1992 et les dépenses 
réelles de 1991, soit une seconde baisse annuelle 
consécutive.

Engineering Construction 


e@ Expenditures on new engineering construction in 


1993 are expected to increase by 4.1% ($1.1 
billion) to reach $26.8 billion, after a decline of 
6.1% (-$1.7 billion) in 1992. The expected advance 
in 1993 is mainly attributable to increases in road, 
highway and airport runways ($0.4 billion, 10.0%), 
in waterworks and sewage systems ($0.3 billion, 
14.3%) and in gas and oil facilities ($0.2 billion, 
3.3%).

are expected to increase significantly in British 
Columbia ($1.0 billion, 11.0%), in Ontario ($0.4 
billion, 2.2%) and in Quebec ($0.2 billion, 2.0%), 
mainly due to anticipated growth in residential 
construction and in institutional building in each of 
these three provinces. The largest decline is 
projected in Alberta (-$0.1 billion, -2.7%), where 
decreases in industrial and institutional buildings 
more than offset increases in residential and 
commercial buildings. 


Engineering Construction 


@ Expenditures on new engineering construction are 


expected to increase mainly in Ontario ($0.5 
billion, 7.5%), in British Columbia ($0.4 billion, 
15.5%) and in Alberta ($0.3 billion, 6.0%), while 
significant declines are projected in New 
Brunswick (-$0.4 _ billion, -42.0%) and_ in 
Saskatchewan (-$0.3 billion, -22.2%). The rise in 
Ontario is concentrated in road, highway and 
airport runways and in waterworks and sewage 
systems. The increases in British Columbia and in 
Alberta are spread more evenly across the various 
types of engineering structures. In New Brunswick, 
the projected drop is mainly due to the decrease in 
electric power construction, while the expected 
decline in Saskatchewan is directly related to the 
decrease in oil and gas facilities.

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Introduction 


For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, 
are based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. 
From the same source an earlier report Private and Public 
Investment in Canada, Intentions 1993 is published. Private 
and Public Investment reports the total capital outlays 
program including machinery and equipment, whereas 
Construction in Canada emphasizes construction activity and 
reports a further detail of construction by 70 different types of 
structure. Additionally, statistics on labour and materials input 
are based on the Statistics Canada censuses of mechanical, 
electrical and other special trade contractors, and highway, 
road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and non-residential 
general contractors. 


The preliminary and forecast data by type of structure are 
directly derived using ratios computed by industry and by 
province. In turn, these ratios are generally based on 
expenditures by type of structure available for the most recent 
year for which we collect actual data (1991). In some cases, 
these ratios can be adjusted in order to take into account some 
special events. In the past, the expenditures by type of 
structure were collected during the preliminary/forecast survey 
for some industries (air, water and motor transport, urban 
transit, transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and 
coal products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural 
gas, federal, provincial and municipal government departments) 
and were used for the computation of the data by type of 
structure for these industries. 


Definitions 


Construction. Is defined as the creation, renovation, repair 
and demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to 
the natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the 
construction industry plus the output of the construction labour 
forces in other industries. Also included are related construction 
costs which are capitalized during the creation of a structure. 
Examples include pre-construction planning and _ design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during 
construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, 
as estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, 
Sources). Included is work purchased and services provided on 
contract by the construction industry and other producers such 
as oil and gas well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as 
property constructed for lease, rent and sale by real estate 
operators. This work is designated as ‘contract construction’ 
(Table 2), or ‘contractors’ (Table 8). Work performed on own 
account by construction labour forces in other than the 
construction industry, is also included in construction activity 
and is designated as ‘other construction’ (Table 2) or ’utilities- 
governments-miscellaneous’ (Table 8). Own _— account 


Introduction 


La plupart des renseignements publiés ici ont été recueillis dans le 
cadre d’une enquéte de Statistique Canada sur les investissements.

Définitions 


Construction. Création, renovation, réparation ou démolition de 
constructions fixes et modification de la topographie naturelle du terrain. 


Travaux de construction. Résultat de l’activite de l'industrie de la 
construction et de |’activiteé dans la construction par la main-d’oeuvre 
appartenant a d’autres branches d’activités. S’appliquent egalement aux 
frais de construction connexes qui sont capitalisés au cours de la 
création de la construction. Par exemple, cela comprend la planification 
et la conception préliminaires a une construction, les frais de gestion, les 
honoraires et les commissions immobiliéres ainsi que lintérét versé au 
cours de la construction. 


Ce bulletin renferme des données sur la ’valeur en dollars’ estimative 
des travaux de construction achetés (ou mis en place) au Canada (voir 
Renseignements statistique, Sources); il comprend les travaux achetes 
et les services fournis a contrat par |’industrie de la construction ou par 
d'autres entrepreneurs comme des entrepreneurs en forage de puits de 
pétrole et de gaz, des arpenteurs, des traiteurs, etc., ainsi que les biens 
construits pour étre loués a bail, loues ou vendus par des exploitants 
immobiliers. Ces travaux sont désignes par l’expression ’construction 
sous contrat’ (tableau 2), ou ‘entrepreneurs’ (tableau 8). Les travaux 
executes pour compte propre par une main-d’oeuvre n’appartenant pas 
a l'industrie de la construction sont inclus dans I’activité de construction 
et désignés comme ‘autre construction’ (tableau 2) ou ’services d’utilité 
publique-gouvernements-divers’ (tableau 8).

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construction also includes related construction costs such as 
preconstruction planning and design, management, legal and 
real estate fees, interest during construction, materials 
purchased for contractors, etc. 


‘Contractors’ data as published in Construction in Canada 
is not a pure measure of work done by the construction 
industry. A much more accurate and detailed source of 
information on the industry is contained within the census 
publications. 


The census covers some 40 sub-industry groups and the 
results are published in a series of seven publications as 
follows:

New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as 
well as additions and major renovations, conversions and 
alterations where either a structural change takes place or the 
life of an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of the 
existing structures. 


Structures. The construction value, and the structures that 
this is broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or 
indirectly in the construction of the structure. In the 
independently recognizable structures the value of all 
permanently built-in equipment forming an integral part of the 
Structure is included, as well as the cost of site preparation and 
land improvement. The purchase value of land and existing 
buildings is excluded. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived 
by dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including 
earnings and withdrawals of working owners and partners of 
unincorporated businesses) by average annual earnings. The 
average annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the 
average weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction 
industry in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (.e., 
construction) produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada 
are derived directly from survey results. All employees, whether 
casual, part time or full time who have worked one day or the 
equivalent of same in the last week of any month are counted. 
As such, the data resulting from the two series are quite 
dissimilar, and it is suggested that the user choose the series 
most appropriate to his requirement.

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STATISTICAL NOTES 


Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on information 
received from organizations and individuals paying for the work 
done and on information received from contractors performing 
the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure is 
the result of surveys for capital expenditures which obtain 
information from business firms, institutions, government-owned 
enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expenditures on 
new and repair construction by type of structure additional to a 
breakdown of these totals into value of work done by contract 
and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 87.0% was 
reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 
complete description of these methods, see the report Private 
and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 1993. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to the 
surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for the 
most recent year available of all the firms in each industry by 
the corresponding total for the firms reporting in the current 
surveys. The use of shipments as a related indicator provides a 
framework of analysis in the estimation procedures to take 
account of relevant industry characteristics such as the size of 
firms. In the utilities, trade, finance and institutional and 
commercial services sectors the same principle has been 
followed using appropriate basic data for the sector concerned. 
Expenditures reported by establishments for which no 
production or other basic data are available are included as 
"net additions”. It is believed that the estimating procedures for 
non-reporting firms and the sectors not covered by direct 
survey do not introduce any great margin of error into the total. 
The large sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, 
which will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide own account 
data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which labour 
and materials content calculations are based.

Des ajustements sont apportés aux données recueillies lors de 
l'enquéte, afin de corriger les biais que pourraient entrainer les cas de 
non-réponse et de donner une plus grande portée a |’enquéte. 


Dans le cas de l'industrie manufacturiére, la méthode utilisee pour 
gonfler les dépenses déclarées consiste a multiplier les dépenses 
connues par un facteur obtenu en divisant la valeur totale des. livraisons 
de l’année la plus récente, pour les entreprises appartenant a une 
méme branche d’activité, par le total correspondant des entreprises qui 
ont répondu au questionnaire de l’enquéte courante. Les livraisons sont 
en effet un indicateur qui constitue un cadre d’analyse des. méthodes 
d’évaluation propre a tenir compte des caractéristiques de chaque 
branche d’activité (la taille des entreprises, par exemple). On a applique 
le méme principe pour les services d’utilité publique, le commerce, les 
finances, les étalissements publics et les services commerciaux. Les 
dépenses déclarées par des établissements pour lesquels nous n’avions 
pas de donnees sur la production ni aucun autre renseignement 
fondamental sont considérées comme “additions nettes". Nous estimons 
que les methodes d’évaluation appliquées aux entreprises qui n’ont pas 
repondu au questionnaire, ainsi qu’aux secteurs qui ne sont pas touchés 
directement par une enquéte directe, n’introduisent pas de marge 
d’erreur importante dans le total. La taille de l’échantillon tend a réduire 
erreur d’estimation type; cette derniere peut d’ailleurs varier en fonction 
de la nature des constructions, des régions et des industries, selon les 
renseignements obtenus de chaque enquéte. 


En dernier lieu, les enquétes sur les immobilisations servent a recueillir 
des données sur le "propre compte”. 


Les recensemenis des entrepreneurs permettent d’établir des ratios sur 
lesquels on fonde les calculs relatifs a la main-d’oeuvre et aux 
materiaux. 
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Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the labour 
value by average annual salaries and wages. That average 
was derived in multiplying by 52 the average weekly wages 
and salaries paid in the construction industry in that year (data 
obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates were made on a different basis from those 
derived from information submitted directly by business or 
government. For 1991 and 1992 estimates of the volume of 
residential construction were prepared on the basis of results 
from surveys conducted by the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation and the value estimates were prepared by 
Statistics Canada. These value estimates were calculated by 
means of a methodology based on the duration of construction 
and monthly measures of work put in place. Appraisals of the 
probable volume of housing construction in 1993 were made 
by field representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and _ other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing 
construction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of the 
Corporation made estimates of private and government initiated 
housing for all municipalities in Canada with a population of 
10,000 and over. The five regional offices and the head office 
of the Corporation checked these estimates. Independent 
estimates were made of housing in areas of less than 10,000 
population. Finally, an allowance was made for other housing 
expenditures such as home conversions, mobile homes, 
alterations, home improvements, cottages and acquisition costs. 
Allowing for probable changes in construction costs, estimates 
were then prepared for the value of construction work carried 
over from 1992 and the value of work expected to be 
undertaken in 1993. 
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Le nombre d’employés est déterminé en divisant le total des salaires et 
des rémunérations par la moyenne annuelle des salaires et des 
rémunérations. Cette derniére correspond au montant obtenu lorsque 
’on multiplie par 52 la moyenne hebdomadaire des salaires et des 
remuneérations payes dans |’industrie de la construction. (Les données 
sont obtenues de la Division du Travail.) 


Pour lI’habitation, les estimations n’ont pas été établies sur la méme 
base que celles qui découlent des renseignements fournis directement 
par les entreprises ou les pouvoirs publics. En 1991 et 1992, elles ont 
ete calculées d’aprés les résultats des enquétes menées par la Société 
centrale d’hypothéques et de logement; c’est Statistique Canada qui a 
fait ces estimations au moyen d’une methodologie fondée sur la durée 
des travaux et sur les réalisations mensuelles. En 1993, des estimations 
du montant probable des travaux de construction residentielle ont été 
faites par des représentants sur place de la Société qui ont consulté les 
administrateurs locaux, les constructeurs, les entrepreneurs, les 
fournisseurs de matériaux, et des autres particuliers ou sociétés 
intéressés. Grace aux renseignements ainsi obtenus et a leurs propres 
connaissances, les représentants de la Société ont fait des précisions 
sur lhabitation privée et sociale dans toutes les municipalités du 
Canada de 10,000 habitants et plus. Les cing bureaux régionaux et le 
bureau central de la Société ont verifié leurs estimations. Dans les 
régions de moins de 10,000 habitants, le logement a fait |l’objet 
d’estimations distinctes. Enfin, on a tenu compte des autres dépenses 
d’habitation telles que les transformations d’habitation, les maisons 
mobiles, les changements, les améliorations, les chaumiéres. En tenant 
compte de |’évolution probable des coUts de la construction, on a pu 
alors estimer la valeur des travaux reportés de 1992, et celles des 
mises en chantier envisagées pour 1993.
